Third Annual Chris Hayes Pig Roast reaches the mark

When arriving at the third and final Chris Hayes Pig 
Roast, Chris' mother, Jackie Hayes Toussaint, rushed 
forward with the news, “We did it!” 

The goal was to create a perpetual scholarship in 
the name of her son, Chris Hayes, who died in an 
accident shortly after he graduated in 1999 from 
Johnson and Wales University in Providence, Rhode 
Island, the culinary school where the Annual Chris 
Hayes Memorial Scholarship will be available. 

“We are very appreciative of the support of our fam¬ 
ily and friends over the past three years," said Mrs. 
Toussaint. “This was the third and final pig roast. Chris 
will always live in our hearts, but the time has come to 


look to the future and carry a piece of Chris with us 
into a new day.” 

Chris Hayes had been working at the Olive Garden 
as a manager-in-training in Framingham at the time of 
his tragic accident. After his death, Gene Gumienny of 
Johnson and Wales University established a scholar¬ 
ship in Chris' name, in order for the scholarship to 
become perpetual, $25,000 must be accrued. 

“After we lost Chris, people donated $4,000,” said 
Mrs. Toussaint. “And his Agawam friends put on a pig 
roast, raising an additional $10,000, bringing the total 
to $14,000. 


“The second pig roast in 2001 showed a profit of 
$6,000, bringing the total to $20,000. This year's final 
pig roast brought a profit of $6,000, making the total 
$25,000, with an extra $1,000 to be used at Agawam 
High School for the Chris Hayes Memorial 
Scholarship. In 2001, we gave one scholarship of 
$250 to an Agawam High student and in 2002, we pre¬ 
sented two scholarships, each of $200, to Agawam 
High students,” Mrs. Toussaint added. 

“We are extremely grateful to Olive Garden for 
donating all the delicious foods for this year’s pig 
roast. Without them, we could not have done it,” she 
noted.

The reason we can provide all of the above is not 
related to state funding - we do not receive any. We 
provide for the basic needs of our fellow neighbors 
because people in our community bring us food, 
clothing, prepared meals, bread, household items, 
and financial support. Our support comes primarily 
from Agawam, Feeding Hills, and West Springfield cit¬ 
izens who want to help their fellow neighbors. I am the 
matchmaker.

City Council vote on sewer 
fees deserves praise 

To the Editor: 

Several weeks ago, the City Council was present¬ 
ed with an agenda item by city administration to 
increase the water/sewer usage fee in one year by 20 
percent. The Council voted down the requested 
increase following discussion led by City Councilor 
Anthony C. Bonavita, who questioned the need for 
such a significant one-year increase. 

Because the Council rejected the city administra-

tion’s first plan to increase fees by 20 percent, the city 
went back and found approximately $175,000 in the 
current budget. As a result of finding this money, a 
motion to reconsider the administration’s request for 
the increase resulted in the City Council amending 
the original 20 percent request in favor of a “phased- 
in plan.” 

The revised financial plan calls for an approximate 
first-year increase of 12.8 percent, followed by a 7.2 
percent increase in the second year, and a 0 percent 
increase the third year, a far cry from the 20 percent 
that was so desperately needed under the original 
request to increase fees. This development begs the 
question, “Does the city practice sound financial plan¬ 
ning?” 

Councilor Bonavita and the other councilors who 
voted down the original 20 percent increase should 
be praised for sticking to their principles regarding the 
making of sound financial decisions while forcing the 
administration to revisit its financial plan.

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Melconian announces 
new law creating 
crime of child 
endangerment 

Senate Majority Leader Linda J. Melconian (D- 
Springfield) is pleased to announce the passage of a 
measure that makes it a crime to place a child into a 
situation where there is a substantial risk of serious 
bodily injury or sexual abuse to the child, whether or 
not the abuse actually occurs. 

“Laws must not only penalize people for actions 
they have already taken, but they must also work to 
prevent illegal acts from occurring in the first place,” 
Senator Melconian said. "Physical and sexual abuse 
of children causes irreparable harm that can com¬ 
pletely alter a child’s life. We have a duty to protect 
children by penalizing those who put children at risk.” 

Adults have both a social and legal responsibility 
to prevent child abuse. Sadly, hundreds of children 
are physically and sexually abused every year in the 
Commonwealth, often by those in positions of author¬ 
ity or power. Many of these crimes could be prevent¬ 
ed if these children were not placed in these unsafe 
situations. 

In order to be penalized for child endangerment, a 
person must be aware of and must consciously disre¬ 
gard a substantial and unjustifiable risk that his or her 
acts, or omissions of action, will result in serious bod¬ 
ily injury or sexual abuse to a child. The risk must be 
of such a nature and degree that disregard of the risk 
constitutes a gross deviation from the standard of 
conduct that a reasonable person would observe in 
the situation. The law imposes up to a one-year 
prison confinement upon conviction. Several other 
states have enacted similar legislation. 

This legislation is now Chaper 322 of the Acts of 
2002.

How to 


Bums are a type of injury that requires an immedi¬ 
ate first aid response in order to minimize the dam¬ 
age. Unfortunately, over the years many “remedies” 
have been taught that actually make the burn injury 
more severe. 

The Agawam Fire Department offers the following 
emergency first aid tips so that you will act properly in 
the event you witness an accidental burn injury. 

* Stop the burning process! If the person is on fire, 
have them drop and roll. Wrap them in a rug or blan¬ 
ket, if available. 

* Apply cool water to the burned area; cover the 
burn with a clean, dry cloth; and get medical help 
immediately. Cooling a burn is essential because skin 
will continue to burn even after the fire is out or the 
heat source is removed. If not cooled immediately, the 
burn will penetrate deeper into the skin layers. The 
deeper the burn, the more serious it is ... the longer it 
takes to heal, the greater the chance of infection, the 
greater the need for surgery, and the more painful the

administer first aid for burns

experience. Cool water should be used to remove the 
heat; however, don’t cool too large a burn ... shock 
may occur. 

* If the burn is caused by a chemical spill or scald 
burn, flood the burn with cool water and remove the 
clothing. 

* Never apply a greasy ointment such as petroleum 
jelly or butter to a burn. These ointments may hold 
heat in, making the burn more severe. Do not put ice 

directly on the skin, and don’t pack a burn victim in ice. 

★ * * 

A burn’s seriousness is classified as first-, second- 
, and third-degree, depending on how deeply the skin 
has been damaged. 

A first-degree burn appears red and sore, but not 
blistered. If cooled with water promptly, this burn 
should heal on its own. 

A second-degree burn is blistered and painful. Do 
not break the blisters. They form a protective covering 


over the wound. 

Third-degree is white, brown, or charred, and may 
appear painless at first. Because the victim may not 
feel pain, he or she may refuse treatment. Recognize 
the need for medical attention and get help. 

Both second- and third-degree burns require med¬ 
ical attention. Cool the burn with water, cover with a 
clean cloth, and keep the victim quiet and warm until 
the rescue squad arrives. Call the rescue squad at 
911. 

DO NOT TREAT BURNS YOURSELF! You could 
cause an infection or lose the use of the burned area 
permanently. If you are burned seriously, ask to be 
taken to the nearest burn hospital or flown to such a 
facility.

Some facts about propolis... 

Question: What is the ingredient propolis? I’ve 
seen it listed in cosmetics and on vitamin bottles. 
What are its benefits? 

Answer: Propolis contains 55 percent resins and 
balsams, 30 percent beeswax, 10 percent etheric oils, 
and five percent pollen. It is collected by bees from 
leaf buds, twigs, and tree bark. It is then mixed with 
salivary secretions and wax flakes from the bee, cre¬ 
ating a dark, sticky resinous substance. 

The bees use this material for two very specific and 
important purposes: to protect them against disease 
and to reinforce the hive. Propolis, from the Greek 
word “PRO" (meaning “in defense of) and “POLIS” 
(meaning “city”), is descriptive of the protection 
propolis provides the bee hives. In the 1950s, scien¬ 
tists and new analytical techniques isolated the 
important components of this substance to find that it 
provides many benefits to humans. 

Our important and very smart friend, the bee, 
knows that the hive is built as an enclosed unit that 
becomes hot and moist, creating the perfect breeding 
ground for microorganisms. They coat every inch of 
the internal walls of their hives with a thin layer of 
propolis to sterilize the comb and keep their hives free 
of bacteria. It also protects the young larva. 

Before the queen lays her eggs, the bees line the 
breeder cells with propolis, using the substance as an 
antiseptic coating. Propolis can also reinforce the hive 
by sealing cracks and crevices to protect the hive 
from the cold and rain, as well as for narrowing the 
entrance of the hive from intruders. If any intruders 
get into the hive, they will be stung to death and then 
embalmed with a protective coating of propolis. This 
coating guards against bacteria and viral infections 
generated by the deterioration of the intruder. 

Propolis is now used in many products for a num¬ 
ber of reasons. There are anti-fungal, anti-bacterial, 
and anti-viral properties used to inhibit infections. This 
ingredient is especially important when used in prod¬ 
ucts that treat acne, psoriasis, eczema, skin irrita¬ 
tions, and ones that promote healing. It is also said 
that it is high in flavonoid (a super class of antioxi¬ 
dant), which can help control free radicals. Some of 
these products are in pill form, liquids, creams, oint¬ 
ments, soaps, toothpaste, throat spray, and lip balm. 
It is mixed with other ingredients like honey to create 
a salve for stubborn sores, or tea tree for extra 
defense against skin burns, abrasions, and infection.

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Designer Show House happening on Mulberry St. until Oct. 13 th

The Designer Show House 2002 to benefit the 
Springfield Preservation Trust and the Zoo in Forest 
Park opens its doors located at 75 Mulberry Street, 
Springfield, from September 14th through October 
13th. 

Many of the contributors of the revitilization of 75 
Mulberry Street are from Agawam, including Town 
Councilor George Bitzas. Others include Budget 
Cabinet Sales on Main Street, Agawam (providing 
cabinets) and Details Design (contributing to the 
Breakfast Room and Back Hall, as well as to Nyla’s 
Nursery). Tina DePalma Isotti, originally from Feeding 
Hills and now of Suffield (and a student of Sandra 
Burns, a private consultant to the project), donated 
her talents to Daniell's Bedroom. 

The home’s first owner, Edmund Harvey Smith, 
was the president of the Hindsdale Smith Company, a 
prominent local tobacco importing and packing com¬ 
pany founded by his father. Young Smith was born in 
Feeding Hills and joined the family business when he 
was 20. 

Smith made annual business trips to Europe, col¬ 
lecting oil paintings which were prominently displayed 
on the walls of 75 Mulberry Street. The house 
remained vacant for several years after Smith's death 
in 1932 and later became a boarding house. In recent 
years, its past glory faded after occupation by drug 
users and damage due to fire. It has only been 
restored to single occupancy in the last year. 

In a message from the co-chairpersons, John 
Tansey and Ellen Berry, the house is described as “an 
elaborate 2-1/2-story, 16-room brick and shingle 
Queen Anne-style house built in 1889 for the impres¬ 
sive sum of $11,000 on Mulberry Street, one of 
Springfield’s premier residential neighborhoods. 

"Its first owner was Edmund Harvey Smith, presi¬ 
dent of Hinsdale Smith Company. After his death in 
1932, the house was used as a boarding house. Only 
recently has it become again a single-family home," 
added Tansey. 

Mulberry Street, located in the Ridgwood Historic 
District, has been experiencing “an exciting renais¬ 
sance." 

It is hoped that the Designer Show House will con¬ 
tribute to Mulberry Street’s contribution to Springfield’s 
renaissance and its tourism industry. There will be 
many special events, including a chance every 
Thursday from September 19th to October 10th from 
6:00-8:00 p.m. to meet the designers in their rooms. 
Dates and times will be announced for lectures on 
various topics, such as flower arranging, decorating 
with classic American furniture, collecting porcelain 
objects, and costume jewelry. 

Also featured will be appraisals of art and guided 
tours of the historic neighborhood. 

Also, on September 26th and October 10th 
between 6:00 and 8:00 p.m., there will be wine-tasting 
events with the experts from Table and Wine. 

A Designer Show House Tour Package will be pro¬ 
vided by Peter Pan Tours on Thursday, October 9th, 
titled Narrated Historic Double Decker Bus Tour and 
the Designer Show House. It includes lunch at Lido’s 
Restaurant, a narrated preservation tour of 
Springfield’s historic areas, and admission to the 
Designer Show House. This trip costs $45 per person. 
Call Peter Pan Tours at 781-2900, ext. 1255 for more 
information on tours. 

Bitzas, sales representative for Stickly Furniture in 


Enfield, collaborated with Sandra Burns, a private 
consultant and chairwoman of the Interior Design 
Department at Bay Path College, to decorate the din¬ 
ing room at 75 Mulberry Street. 

Burns told The AAN, “The design aspect of the din¬ 
ing room was mine. The next step was to coordinate 
the various aspects. I took care of window treatments, 
wall coverings, the table setting, accessories, and flo¬ 
ral arrangements. Bitzas arranged to provide a table 
centerpiece from Stickly, as well as furniture choices 
from Stickly’s Chippendale line, including Philadelphia 
Rococo Table, Buffet and china with swan neck pedi¬ 
ment and cornered back, corner cabinet, ball and claw 
chairs, mahogany server, and double pedestal dining 
table. George also made choices from Stickly’s line of 
fabrics and provided a lovely rug as well.” 

Bitzas told us that the Stickly furniturings he chose 
for the dining room at 75 Mulberry Street were all 
18th-century reproductions. “Every piece is solid 
mahogany. The paintings are all original oil paintings, 
the china panels are accented with exotic Kingswood 
inlay and solid brass hardware, and the rug is from 
Pakistan and is handmade. I am told it took close to a 
year to make this rug,” Bitzas noted. 

Paying a visit to 75 Mulberry Street is well worth the 
effort. The true glory and magnificence of this impres¬ 
sive old home have been brought out due to the ded¬ 
ication of the Springfield Preservation Trust, the vol¬ 
unteers, the sponsors, and of course, the artists, 
designers, and other contributors to Designer Show 
House 2002. 

Another aspect that may capture the hearts and 
minds of adults and children alike is the connection to 
Dr. Seuss's Mulberry Street. There has been a notion 
that Theodore Geisel (better known as the ever-popu- 
lar Dr. Seuss) actually lived on Mulberry Street (when 
in reality, he was born on Howard Street in 
Springfield's South End and later moved with his fam¬ 
ily to a home on Fairfield Street in the Forest Park sec¬ 
tion of Springfield). 

Geisel’s father was head of Springfield’s Park

Doing the right thing 

for the right reasons 

One of the several things that have gone very 
wrong in our country is the wave of corporate scan¬ 
dals. Some companies have had to restate literally bil¬ 
lions of dollars of revenues and hundreds of millions 
of dollars in profits. 

In reaction to this, the government passed new 
laws designed to make corporate executives person¬ 
ally responsible for accurately reporting their financial 
results. These reforms, like the many reforms that 
preceded them, will work for a while. 

The reforms will only work for a while, however. 
Experience tells us that every time there is a reform, 
eventually some people figure out how to “work the 
system” to their own advantage, often at the expense 
of others. 

Laws are designed to compel us to behave, but 
lack the power to change our hearts. In a perfect 
world, we would do the right thing for the right rea¬ 
sons. 

God’s vision of a perfect world is summed up in the 
Epistle to the Philippians. 

So if there is any encouragement in Christ, any 
incentive of love, any participation in the Spirit, 
any affection and sympathy, complete my joy by 
being of the same mind, having the same love, 
being in full accord and of one mind. Do nothing 
from selfishness or conceit, but in humility count 
others better than yourselves. Let each of you 
look not only to his own interests, but also to the 
interests of others. 

God would love to see harmony and thoughtful 
consideration of others by us. 

We may think to ourselves, “Good luck! How’s that 
ever going to happen?” Actually, it can. 

God never asks us to do more than we are able to 
do. It may not be easy, but doing God's will is never 
impossible. If we really want to do God’s will, and 
we’re humble enough to ask for His help and the 
power of His Holy Spirit, we can do what God wants 
us to do. 

Years ago, a very wise man decided that whenev¬ 
er he did not know what he should do in a situation, 
he would ask himself, “What would Jesus do?” Others 
picked up on that thought and popularized the buttons 
and bracelets that read “WWJD?” (What Would Jesus 


Do?) 

The Bible agrees; Have this mind among your¬ 
selves, which is yours in Christ Jesus, who, 
though He was in the form of God, did not count 
equality with God a thing to be grasped, but emp¬ 
tied Himself, taking the form of a servant, being 
bom in the likeness of men. And being found in 
human form He humbled Himself and became 
obedient unto death, even death on a cross. 
Therefore God has highly exalted Him and 
bestowed on Him the name which is above every 
name, that at the name of Jesus every knee 
should bow, in heaven and on earth and under the 
earth, and every tongue confess that Jesus Christ 
is Lord, to the glory of God the Father. 

When the Bible says, Have this mind among 
yourselves, which is yours in Christ Jesus, it 
means that we should have the same attitude that 
Jesus had; to do the right thing for the right reasons. 

It all boils down to obedience. God is not interested 
in chatter, religious or otherwise. 

When the first king of Israel disobeyed God’s 
instructions, God confronted him through His prophet 
Samuel. 

And Samuel said, “Has the LORD as great 
delight in burnt offerings and sacrifices, as in 
obeying the voice of the LORD? Behold, to obey 
is better than sacrifice, and to hearken than the fat 
of rams. ” 

God has not changed His opinion about the value 
of obedience. 

Although God wants us to do the right thing for the 
right reasons, He looks upon us with kindness and 
patience. In fact, God shows us an incredible amount 
of patience. But we shouldn’t push our luck! 

The Bible says, or do you presume upon the 
riches of His kindness and forbearance and 
patience? Do you not know that God’s kindness is 
meant to lead you to repentance? 

There is an old saying, that talk is cheap. 
Apparently, God couldn't agree more. 

Jesus illustrated this when He told the following 
story to some religious leaders: “What do you think? 
A man had two sons; and he went to the first and 
said, ‘Son, go and work in the vineyard today.’ 
And he answered, 7 will not’; but afterward he 
repented and went. And he went to the second 
and said the same; and he answered, 7 go, sir, ’ but 
did not go. Which of the two did the will of his 
father?” They said, “The first.” 

God knows that we’re not perfect, of course. He 
knows we’ll stumble, but He will be there to catch us, 
dust us off and set us on our way again. 

All we have to do is to sincerely open our hearts 
and lives to Him, for God is at work in you, both to 
will and to work for His good pleasure.

When Samuel challenged him, Saul 
declared his innocence (v.20). God saw it differently and removed Saul from the throne of Israel 
because of his willful disobedience (v.23). 

When I identify myself as a citizen of God's kingdom, I must follow His definitions 
without tailoring them to suit my own ideas. That's obedience. -DCM

Two-hundred forty years ago, when the village of 
Feeding Hills was first organizing itself as a parish 
distinct from other outlying districts of Springfield, the 
first thing citizens had to do before the court would 
recognize their community was to establish a church.

New unemployment benefits 

(Part 1 of 2) 

The dynamics of domestic violence often include 
economic harassment as a means of trapping a victim 
in the abusive relationship or pressuring the victim to 
return to a relationship. It is not unusual for victims of 
domestic violence to lose their jobs because their 
partners engage in disruptive behavior at the work¬ 
place or make it unsafe for the victims to appear at a 
known work location. 

Effective November 9, 2001, victims of domestic 
violence are able to access unemployment benefits

much more easily as a result of a new law. The legis¬ 
lation was drafted at the request of Senator Linda 
Melconian by attorneys at Greater Boston Legal 
Services and garnered unanimous support from 
diverse constituencies such as the Massachusetts 
AFL-CIO, the Massachusetts Division of Employment 
and Training (DET), Employers Against Domestic 
Violence, and the Associated Industries of 
Massachusetts. 

The legislation has several important provisions. 
First, the law provides an expansive definition of 
“domestic abuse," which includes (1) attempting to 
cause or causing physical harm; (2) placing another in 
fear of imminent serious physical harm; (3) causing 
another to engage involuntarily in sexual relations by 
force, threat or duress or engaging or threatening to 
engage in sexual activity with a dependent child; (4) 
engaging in mental abuse, which includes threat, 


intimidation or acts designed to induce terror; (5) 
depriving another of medical care, housing, food or 
other necessities of life, and (6) restraining the liberty 
of another. 

Second, the law provides a variety of ways that a 
person can offer proof of domestic violence. In addi¬ 
tion to court records and statements of a counselor, 
social worker, legal advocate or other professional 
who has assisted the individual in addressing the 
effects of domestic violence, a sworn statement by the 
individual attesting to the abuse is also sufficient.

“■Bridge financing”... 

Most homebuyers who already own a home have 
enough equity in the property for a down payment on 
the new one. 

It works out best, of course, if the first home sells 
before the purchase of the second one. In the event 
this doesn't happen, a “bridge loan" or “bridge financ¬ 
ing” is used. 

A bridge loan is a loan that is made against the 
property that’s being sold. Sometimes called “swing 
financing” or “interim financing,” a bridge loan is usu¬ 
ally short-term and due in about six months. 

In the event the property doesn’t sell before the 
note is due, the lender may grant an extension, but 
this detail should be worked out when the loan is 
made. 

The lender of the bridge loan and the lender of your 
new mortgage will need assurances that you’re able 
to handle the burden of owning two homes. Some 
lenders will consider rental income on the home that’s 
being sold. A signed lease agreement usually serves 
as proof of the rental income. 


Paying off your student loan 

(Part I of 2) 

For many students heading back to college this 
fall, accumulating more student loan debt is an unfor¬ 
tunate reality. According to The Wall Street Journal, 
roughly 16-million people in the United States owe 
about $250 billion in student loans. 

The good news is that because of the July 1, 2002 
drop in interest rates on student loans, paying back 
these loans has become much easier. However, if 
you’re thinking about taking advantage of the new 
loan rate by consolidating your loans, first consider 
the following: 

Loan Rates. Most students or parents who borrow 
money to finance an education end up with a portfolio 
of loans - one loan for each year of school. These 
loans don’t necessarily come from the same lender, 
nor are they at the same rates. By consolidating your 
student loans, you roll your portfolio of variable-rate 
loans into one fixed-rate loan. If borrowers decide to 
consolidate after the July 1st interest rate drop, they 
may be able to lock in a loan at around four percent. 


The Agawam Cultural Council has set an October 
15th deadline for organizations, schools, and individ¬ 
uals to apply for grants that support cultural activities 
in the community. 

According to Council spokesman Michael 
Grandfield, these funds can support a variety of artis¬ 
tic projects and activities, including exhibits, festivals, 
performances in schools, workshops, and lectures. 
The Council will also entertain proposals from schools 
and youth groups through the PASS Program, a tick¬ 
et subsidy program for school-age children. 

Last year, the Agawam Cultural Council awarded 
over 30 grants totaling about $20,000. Last year’s 
recipients included the upcoming Amici Festival, a 
local filmmaker, and a concert pianist (among many 
others). While this year’s awards will be reduced due 
to budget cuts, some grant funds remain available. 

The local Cultural Council Program is a grant pro¬ 
gram of the Massachusetts Cultural Council (MCC), a 
state agency. The MCC provides allocations to each 
of Massachusetts’ 351 cities and towns to support cul¬ 
tural activities. It is the largest program of its kind in 
the United States. 


Some interim loans are interest-only, while others 
have deferred payments. The interest accrues and 
then is paid back to the lender when the note is paid 
off. 

As a result, monthly payments are lower, and qual¬ 
ifying for the loan is a bit easier. 

While a bridge loan is based on the equity in your 
home, most lenders won’t loan the full amount. 


Lower rates mean less money to pay back, and over 
time, can create significant savings. 

Should You Consolidate? Borrowers usually con¬ 
solidate loans either to extend the pay back period or 
to lower their monthly payments. In terms of providing 
immediate cash flow relief, as well as potential long¬ 
term savings, loan consolidation can be a good debt- 
management tool.

Generally, the amount of the bridge loan plus the bal¬ 
ance of the mortgage cannot exceed eight percent of 
the value of the property. Homeowners who have a 
second mortgage are often unable to qualify for a 
bridge loan. 

If you find yourself in a position to close on your 
new home before your previous home sells, you may 
be able to create bridge financing by taking both a first 
and second mortgage on the new home. 

The second mortgage will be paid off in full when 
the old house sells, and you'll keep the first mortgage 
long-term. The second mortgage will most likely have 
a 15-year term, so you won’t be under the gun to sell 
your former home in six months or less. 

You’ll need to have at least 10 percent down to 
work out this financing with the lender. Be sure that 
the second mortgage doesn't have a pre-payment 
penalty.

How To Consolidate? If consolidation is right for 
you, the first step is to let your current lender(s) know 
about your plan to consolidate. If you have borrowed 
money from multiple lenders, contact the one that 
offers the best terms and service to find out what your 
options are for consolidating. For instance, lenders 
may offer a rate discount of one-quarter of a percent¬ 
age point if electronic payments are made directly 
from your bank account. 

Also, with the help of a loan officer, you’ll want to 
determine what your new interest rate will be on a 
consolidated loan. Consolidation takes the weighted 
average of a borrower’s federal education loans 
rounded to the nearest one-eighth of a percentage 
point. Because different loans have different rates, 
the consolidated rate will vary for each borrower.

FDA-cleared laser technology

Dr. Michael J. Jawitz of Agawam Family 
Physicians on Main Street will perform laser treat¬ 
ments with the new Laserscope Lyra laser, "the most 
advanced FDA-cleared laser technology for long-last¬ 
ing hair removal, reduction and elimination of pseudo 
folliculitis, and treatment of unwanted leg veins. 

“This technology is the most advanced FDA- 
cleared laser technology and is safe and effective for 
all ethnic origins and skin types, including tanned 
skin,” according to literature provided by Laserscope 
Lyra. 

Dr. Jawitz told The AAN, "The Laserscope Lyra 
does several things. It will remove hair from anywhere 
on the body, it will treat spider veins, fine lines, and 
wrinkles, and it provides treatment for shaving bumps, 
primarily on dark-skinned people." 

Patients were asking for these cosmetic services, 
and because there was a demand for such services, 
Dr. Jawitz researched the history of lasers, which 
have been used for over 20 years. “There are many 
different kinds, including lasers for surgery, lasers for 
eye surgery, and lasers for skin work. In the area of 
lasers for skin, there are five or six varieties,” he 
noted. The Laserscope Lyra represented the newest 
technology. 

“Our Laserscope Lyra is absolutely the newest 
laser from New York City to Boston and is the only 
laser that can safely treat dark-skinned or tanned indi¬ 
viduals,” Dr. Jawitz said. He obtained training in 
Boston and in-service training with the manufacturer’s 
representative in his Agawam office. 

The initial consultation is free. 

The price is determined by the type of procedure 
and the area of treatment. Only 30 percent or less of

a person’s hair may be in the active growth phase at 
any given time, so a series of treatments are required 
to achieve long-term improvement, according to Dr. 
Jawitz. 

Treatments are spaced approximately four to six 
weeks apart, based on hair growth cycles. Sessions 
to treat the neck or bikini area may take as little as 15 
minutes. A full beard and neck can take up to 45 min¬ 
utes. The average patient in clinical studies sees a 48- 
percent reduction in hair growth after three treat¬ 


ments, and up to 80-percent lasting reduction after 
five treatments. Of course, results vary from person to 
person. Most people need one or two touch-up treat¬ 
ments per year. 

Dr. Jawitz explained that laser energy is absorbed 
by the pigment in the hair while a person's hair is in its 
“anagen" or “active” phase of growth. The laser light is 
converted into heat, he said, causing thermal damage 
to the follicle without harming the surrounding tissue. 
Thus, hair growth is impeded or slowed in the dam¬ 
aged follicle. 

Dr. Jawitz chose the Laserscope Lyra laser 
because “the advanced technology minimizes the 
redness and bruising normally associated with tradi¬ 
tional treatments. In the case of treating veins, the 
laser energy is absorbed by the pigment in the 
patient’s blood and collapses the unwanted vein.” 

According to Dr. Jawitz. the laser energy is deliv¬ 
ered through a hand-held device with a cooling tip that 
protects the skin. The appearance of the treated leg 
veins will either fade dramatically or completely disap¬ 
pear during the treatment. 

Occasionally, there is some swelling of vessels, but 
this will subside in a few days if not a few hours. 

Gradually, the redness will disappear as the heal¬ 
ing process takes place, which can take from two to 
eight weeks, approximately. 

Most patients see substantial improvement after 
just one or two treatments, and a small number of 
patients require a third treatment. 

Ideally, the interval between treatments should be 
about eight weeks.

The common cold can present itself in a variety of 
forms.

In this way, chiropractic adjustments have the 
potential to affect numerous body functions, including 
blood pressure regulation. As I said earlier, numerous 
factors control blood pressure.

Tacos, tacos, and more tacos... 

When you hear the word “tacos,” I know all you can 
think of are the sorry stuff you get at a fast-food stand 
or the pre-made 

tacos from a package and a can. Fresher is better, 
and here is how you do it. 

You can use the seasoning packets, but you can 
make this yourself. Combine chili powder (2 TB), 
cumin (1 TSP), salt, black pepper, red pepper to taste, 
oregano (1 TSP), and thyme (1 TSP). Multiply this to 
make more. 

Tacos can be made from ground meats or shred¬ 
ded. Seafood tacos are great, too. For the ground 
meat style, just pan-fry ground beef, pork, chicken, 
turkey, or lamb. (Hey, ground meat is ground meat!) 
Once you have browned the meat, drain off the fat, 
add the spices and a TB or two of water, and simmer 
until the liquid has been absorbed and the seasonings 
have permeated the meat. 

You can make your tacos on corn or flour tortillas. 
You really should bake them in a lightly oiled skillet 
before you assemble the tacos. I think the condiments 
are what make the tacos special. 

Try dicing your onions and add fresh cilantro to the 
onions. You must have avocado for your tacos. Make 
sure that you rinse the avocado with a little lemon 
water so they do not turn brown. Chopped tomato, 
shredded cheese, and finely shredded lettuce can 
round things out. I like a little sour cream on mine, too. 

If you want to try the shredded meats, you need to 
buy a fresh cut of meat and then braise the meat to 
cook before making into tacos. I braise meat in a bath 



of stock, beer, and coarsely cut vegetables - onions, 
carrots, celery, and mushrooms that have been 
cleaned and chopped. 

Place the ingredients in a roaster and cover. Roast 
at 225 degrees for about 4 hours. Check every so 
often to make sure the liquid has not dried out. (If you 
need more, add 1/2 stock and add 1/2 beer.) The 
meat should have been seared in a pan or on the grill 
to brown up just a bit. When the meat is done, it will 
pull apart with a fork and you will have shredded 
meat. 

Remove the meat and veggies and reduce the 
stock. When the stock is slightly syrupy, flavor with the 
seasoning mix to your taste. Now, spoon the meat on 
your taco and dress it up for dinner. 


As for seafood tacos or fish tacos, I like to deep-fry 
my fish in a pancake and beer batter, then coarsely 
chop and make tacos with that. Scallops and shrimp 
should be cooked by skewering and grilling them after 
you marinate them. Add this to your tacos. Wow ... 


tasty! 

Breakfast tacos are great, too, with scrambled 
eggs, cooked sausage, or kielbasa. Make a Western 
taco with eggs, onions, peppers, cheese, and ham. As 
you can see, tacos good for breakfast, lunch or dinner. 
That’s it, so sit back and enjoy. 

Remember, it’s not what you're eating; it’s whom 
you’re dining with!

Jackie Toussaint a 
valuable member of 
“the Granger family”

Jackie Toussaint is in her 10th year teaching 
kindergarten at Granger School. 

Granger School Principal Phyllis Lewis was 
Jackie's partner at a CPR course at Agawam High 
School and invited her to join "the Granger family.” 
Mrs. Toussaint was delighted to comply, and she has 
taught half-day kindergarten for nine years. 

This year is Jackie's first as a full-day kindergarten 
teacher. “I absolutely love it,” she declared. “My class¬ 
room assistant is Judy Lavin, who joins me with seven 
years of experience. I also have a one-to-one aide, 
Tiffany Tetrault, who has joined me from the Early 
Childhood Center.” 

At present, Mrs. Toussaint, formerly Jackie Bouley, 


is in the process of earning her certification in ESL 
(English as a Second Language). She grew up in 
Agawam and attended Agawan Schools, graduating 
from Agawam High School in 1966. Mrs. Toussaint

then earned an undergraduate degree from Westfield 


State College, followed by a master’s degree in 
Special Education, also from Westfield State. 

“This is my 23rd year of teaching and I love it more 
with each passing day,” Mrs. Toussaint told The AAN. 
“I became a teacher because of my own third-grade 
teacher, Mrs. Bernie Polopek. I admire her to this day 
and still enjoy visiting with her." 

Mrs. Toussaint’s teaching career began at the for¬ 
mer Peirce School, teaching first grade under former 
Principal Barbara Skolnick, who later became princi¬ 
pal of Robinson Park School. “I enjoyed five wonder¬ 
ful years at Peirce,” continued Mrs. Toussaint, “but I 
left to raise my family. I had two children. Two years 
ago, just after graduating from Johnson and Wales 
University, my son, Chris Hayes, was killed in an auto¬ 
mobile accident in Rhode Island. My daughter, Kim 
(Hayes) Seder, is a graduate of Bryant college. She is 
presently a certified public accountant with a 
Connecticut firm.” 

Mrs. Toussaint tried to return to teaching when Kim 
entered first grade, but it was difficult to find any posi¬ 
tions at that time, so she worked as a substitute 
teacher for five years. One week after school started 
in 1987, James Bruno, superintendent of Agawam 
Schools at that time, gave Mrs. Toussaint a call ask¬ 
ing if she would take a half-day kindergarten at Phelps 
School with William Miller, that school’s former princi¬ 
pal. 

“I couldn’t say yes fast enough,” Mrs. Toussaint 
recalled. “I taught kindergarten and third grade at 
Phelps for five years and then heard about the per¬ 
manent opening at Granger School." 

Some of Mrs. Toussaint’s accomplishments include 
winning “Outstanding Young Educator Award” in 1973, 
presented by the former Agawam Jaycees. She was 
one of 25 nominees and described winning the award 
as “a true honor.” 

Between 1970 and 1973, she was co-chairwoman 
of CASH (Citizens for a Safe Halloween). She coordi¬ 
nated the elementary parties “to keep our children 
safe and to allow them to have a fun Halloween with 
all of their friends.” 


In 1972, Mrs. Toussaint was on the committee that 
developed the new report card for the elementary 
school. 

In 1992, Clark School kindergarten teacher Jane 
Robinson and Mrs. Toussaint wrote a recommenda¬ 
tion to former Mayor Christopher Johnson proposing 
that kindergarten classrooms should stay in the ele¬ 
mentary school and that the Early Childhood Program 
was at the level to have it at an outside placement. 
Johnson concurred after hearing the presentation 
made by Mrs. Toussaint and Mrs. Robinson. 

In the early 1990's, Toussaint worked with Junior 
High social studies teacher William Quinn on the 
social studies curriculum. 

In the mid-1990's, Toussaint served on the commit¬ 
tee to bring heterogeneous grouping to AHS class¬ 
rooms. 

Mrs. Toussaint, expressing her feelings about 
teaching, told us, “Many times I see former students. I 
always feel that once they are in my class, they 
belong to me forever. When I run into them after many 
years, I always laugh at the fact that they say, ‘You 
haven't changed at all!’ But I was only 25 when they 
were in my classroom! 

“I also appreciate that many times, they say that I 
was their favorite teacher. When I ask, “Why?”, they 
say that I was always nice to them. 

“What I want the community to understand is that 
‘teaching’ is not about money. Teaching is about lov¬ 
ing children so much, they want to learn for learning’s 
sake. When I have a classroom of children who are 
'perfect' in every way, it is a good year, but when I 
have a challenging classroom with children who are 
disabled or have home issues, that is when ‘real’ 
teaching begins. I have loved all of my children and I 
will continue to love them. THEY are the ture gift of 
teaching," she added. 

People who have known Mrs. Toussaint for many 
years also feel that she has remained essentially the 
same, staying true to her values of her younger years. 
Enthusiasm and appreciation eminate from her, and 
her spontaneous laugh is unique and infectious.

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Adjustments 


It is just amazing how many adjustments our stu¬ 
dents have had to make this year ... and it's not just 
this year, it is every year. I mean, they have enjoyed 
the summer, they have done their own thing, and now 
all of a sudden, they are thrust into a flurry of activity 
with bells ringing, deadlines that they have to meet, 
new faces, and new subjects. To say they have to 
adjust is an understatement! I mean, their whole com¬ 
fort zone has been upset and they find themselves in 
uncharted waters. How can they stay afloat? 

The other day, a very beleaguered young man 
stood in my door. “Mrs. Cohen,” he lamented, “I am 
going to fail. I can’t possibly take that English course. 
The teacher is so hard, the workload is impossible, 
and I know I am going to flunk. Please get me out of 
it!" 

“Well,” I responded, “just take a few deep breaths 
and let’s discuss this in a calm fashion.” I needed to 
have him settle down. In an agitated condition, he 
could not possibly think logically. Well, together we 
discussed the class. I pointed out to him that he had 
only been in it for a few days. How could he really tell 
what the class was like? How could he really tell what 
the teacher was like? Yes, perhaps the workload ini¬ 
tially seemed tough, but how did he really know until 
he started to tackle all the assignments. Then, too, not 
all the assignments were due at one time. The teacher 
had given them a syllabus for the term, not for the 
week! 

He thought about what I had said and I continued.

I mean like she just couldn't 
exist!!! Well, she stayed in that class; after all, she had 
signed up for it and I knew she could and should han¬ 
dle it. Initially, she was not happy. I definitely was not 
on her hit parade of people, but about a month later, 
the same young lady came into my office and told me 
how much she loved her science class ... her tacher 
was great and she was learning so much. Yes, she 
had adjusted. She had settled in and now she was 
able to cope, to learn, and even to enjoy. 

Not only do students have to adjust their thinking in 
regard to teachers and assignments, but also they 
must adjust their daily routine. It is important to make 
a shedule and to try to stick to it. In the summer, time 
had no real meaning. Now it means everything. What 
to do? When making out a schedule, it is important to 
keep their priorities straight.

Huge first half carries Central over 
AHS in AA Conference opener, 36-14

Last Friday evening (September 20th) at balmy 
Harmon Smith Field before a large partisan throng, 
the new-look Agawam football Brownies faced the 
old-look Central High Golden Eagles, dominators of 
the AA Conference for many a year. 

The Brownies - on the cusp of a shellacking of 
Chicopee Comp at Harmon Smith the previous Friday 
night - fell hard to the powerful Golden Eagles (armed 
with a powerful offense and strong defense), 36-14, in 
the AA Conference opener for both schools. 

This game received plenty of pre-game hype 
because of the improved nature of the Brownies (4-7 
a year ago), and the fact that the Golden Eagles had 
beaten up on the locals for over 10 years and count¬ 
ing. 

Despite the setback, fourth-year Brownie Coach 
Tad Desautels was impressed with the work ethic of 
his kids against such a formidable foe. “It was a good 
one all the way,” Desautels stated. “They are known 
for their running game and the way they mount sus¬ 
tained drives off of it. But even though they scored a 
lot on the evening, they couldn't really mount long 
attacks on the ground. Our defense did their best.” 

Central amassed a total of 369 yards on the ground 
and opened a huge 28-0 halftime lead. 

Central took advantage of two Brownie fumbles 
and a huge goal-line stand to totally pin the Brownies 
on their heels in the opening half. 

After Central took the opening drive to paydirt 
(capped off by a five-yard touchdown run), the 
Brownies marched to Central’s two-yard line before 
being stopped cold. If there was an early turning point 
in this game, that was it. 

This led to Central's second touchdown, and then 
the Brownies committed the first of two fumbles on 
their very next play. Again, Central scored and it was 
22 - 0 . 

The Brownies were able to hold the ball for only two 
more plays when another fumble was recovered by 
the visitors, leading to their fourth touchdown of the

half (28-0). 

Desautels said several adjustments were made a 
halftime, and it resulted in 14 third-period points for 
the Brownies. “We decided on a few things at half¬ 
time, and I was very pleased with our intensity and 
ability to come back in the third quarter,” Desautels 
said. 

All-Scholastic senior quarterback Joe Clark (60 
yards on eight carries) ran for his fourth TD of the sea¬ 
son from eight yards out, and sophomore kicker Kevin 
Bienia converted the extra point.

Create a downward strike 
for crisp chips... 

One of the worst things you can do while chipping 
is to try to help the ball into the air with a scooping 
motion through impact. For short shots, you need to 
hit down on the ball in order to make it go up. This drill 
shows the benefits of this technique: 

1) Place a ball on a good lie, and position a head- 
cover about eight inches behind the ball. 

2) Take a pitching wedge, and adopt your address 
position. Make sure that your hands are well ahead of 
the clubhead and that the ball is back in your stance, 

opposite your right instep. 

/ 

3) Hit a chip shot of about 20 yards. To avoid hitting 
the headcover, you have to strike down on the ball. 
This produces ball-then-turf contact, a nice ball flight, 
and a bit of backspin on landing. If you try to help the 
ball into the air with a scooping motion, the clubhead 
will collide with the headcover during your down¬ 
swing.
